Tonight Mr. Shaw will address a mass 
meeting of Republicans in Festival Ha)! at 
the World's Falr. 

Discussing political conditions, Mr. Shaw 
said he had no doubt that the Republican 
ticket would be successtui in the coming 
election 

“No good reason has been advanced why 
the Republican party should not.be re- 
tained tn power,’ he said. ‘“‘No good reason 
can be advanced. -The people are prosper- 
ous, and that tells the story of the success 
of the Roosevelt administration. 

“T expect to see the Republicans win by 
a larger majority than four years ago.’’ 

At the Festival Hall meeting, in addition 
to Mr. Bhaw, speeches will be delivered by 
Svrus P. Waeafbridge, gubernatorial nom- 
inee, and Ii, S&S Hadley, Republican candi- 
date for atorney-general of Missouri. 


Deep. Water a

Secretary Shaw addressed the members of 
the Merchants’ Exchanger at noon. He 
praised the Rosoevelt administration, men- 
tioning the Panama canal as certain to 
work wonders for American commerce.

“The financtal sky is clear,’ said Mr.

Blood Poisoning and Lost 
Use, of Arm. 


“Good-by, mother. You'll not see me any 
more. Im not coming back home.’ ‘ 

With this farewell on her lips Mrs. Au- 
guetus Blay, 38 vears old; left her mother 
at thelr home, 26i4 North Twenty-second 
etreet, and a few hours later was found 
lying unconscious on the sidewalk at Sev- 
enteenth and Olive streets, having inhaled 
chloroform in an attempt to end her Ilfe. 

Intense suffering and the loss of the use 
of her right arm caused the woman to 
become melancholy. Three months ago she 
scratched her wrist with a pin. 

Blood polsoning set in and her life was 
despaired of. When she recovered her arm 
became useless. 

Mrs. Blay brooded over her suffering and 
frequently told her mother that she could 
endure it no longer.

When she left the car, almost fainting, at 
Jefferson avenue and Olive atreet, she 
walked east on Olive street still inhaling 
the chloroform. She fell unconscious at 
the corner of Seventeenth street, within 
two blocks of the City Hospital. 

She will recover, but she says that her 
suffering from her arm is so great that 
ahe will kill herself the first opportunity 
Mrs. Blay is a widow and lived with her 
aged mother.

“Of course, we have gained nothing that 
we have not fought for,” said Mr. Red- 
mond. 

“The people of Ireland have never wav- 
ered in their hope of overcoming every ob- 
stacle to home rule presented by the Eng- 
lish government, or its representatives tn 
parliament. 

"The great land act passed last year 
virtually appropriates for the time being 
the people of Ireland the enormous sum 
).000.000. This money is being loaned 
under the auspices of three govern- 
ment commeniasioners, to the tenants, who 
fn turn are thue enabled to buy out the 
landlords. 

"The money is paid back in yearly in- 
staliments by the tenants, and these pay- 
ments are less than the rent which for- 
merly they were obliged to pay. 

“Interest at the rate of 34 per cent is 
made on these loane—rate which we con- 
sider most reasonabie. 


Landlords Feared 
Land Seizures. 


“One of the grentest obstacles to home 
rule was the opposition of the landlords. 
The lamflorde said that with home rule, 
or the establishment of an Irish pariia- 
ment, their lands would be confiscated. 
There can now be no such objection raised. 

“On the coming election depends a great 
deal. 

“The election may be called now at any 
time. and we hope to secure a campaign 
fund eufficient to meet our needs. I should 
Say that for the whole of Ireland and 
some Pinglish districts, for in some seats 
outside of Ireland the Irish residents hold 
the balance of power, about $75,000 is need- 
ed. 

"This ta leas, I believe, than is spent by 
either of the parties in the municipal elec- 
tion In New York.”

TO PREVENT GRADE CROSSING ACCIDENTS. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


T have heard and read a great many things in regard 
grade crossings, but so far nothing has been done. 

I wish to say that while I am no expert railroad or street 
man, it seems a very simple matter to avoid these calamities. 

My plan would be to use the gates as before. with a man ina 
tower in a position to see the approach of all: cars and trains, 
and he should have at his command derailing switches, both on 
|the railroad and street car tracks, interlocking in such a way 
that when a_ street car is passing over the railroad track, a 
derailing switch shall act and a signal be displayed on the reil- 
road tracks: also when a railroad train has right of way, the 
derailin guritch and signal be displayed to the street car 

This is the railroad practice on all steam railroad crossings, 
and I see no reason why it cannot be applied to streét and rail- 
road work also. 

Another way which would give the steam railroad entire right 
of way would be to have switches so operated from the tower that 
the Watchman could cut the current off the trolley for a certain 
distance each side of the railroad track and thus stop the car. 
This plan could only be used where there was an up grade to 
the steam track f-om both directions.

A Russian military train ior croup trans- 
port east of Baikal consists of % to 20 
carriages, trucks, or vans, each carrying 
nominally 40 men, reduced in practice to 2% 
or 30.
